Exemption of Church-Sponsored 

Schools from Dept. of Ed, 

The joint committee on educa- 
tion held a public hearing on leg- 
fslation intended to regulate re- 
digious schools. This bill addresses 
the relationship between schools 
which are ministries of churches, 
or otherwise operated for religious 
purposes, and the Dept, of Ed., 
with regard to the separation of 
church and State and compelling 
state interest, It would make ap- 
wroval optional for ¢ehurch-spon- 
sored schools or schools of re- 
Digious charter. Such schools could 
elect to be exempt, thereby be- 
coming ineligible for state aid or 
federal aid administered by the 
State. These schools would not ‘be 
subject to approval, curriculum, 
accreditation or graduation re- 
quirements of the Department. 
Exempt schools would be in com- 
Hance with applicable fire, health 
and safety laws and would provide 
attendance information, subject to 
parental consent, to.the Dept, Ex- 
empt schools would submit to the 
commissioner annually standard- 
ized test results, subject to paren- 
tal consent, . 

The proponents say that a 
church school is an arm of a 
church and therefore the state has 
no business setting standards. Such 
interference violates various claus- 
és in the Maine and U. S. Consti- 
tutions guaranteeing freedom of 
religion. 

Opponents counter that quali- 
ty control is more important and 
that the state has a compelling in- 
terest in making sure that all 
school children go to schools that 
have met minimal standards in 
the area of teacher certification 
and curriculum, as well as safety 
and health. (The bill is not con- 
testing the latter two areas,) They 
can cite the Maine constitution and 
other constitution arguments mak- 
ing education regulation a state 
right. 

The Maine Association of Chris- 
tian Schools, which has been the 
impetus behind the bill, repre- 
sents about 1,600 students enrolled 
in 23 schools.. In all, about 2,600 
students are enrolled in ‘Christian 
Schools in the state. Catholic 
Schools have taken no part in the 
debate. 

Fisheries and Wildlife Proposals 

It is now impossible for the De- 
partment of Inland Fisheries and 
Wildlife to keep pace with infla- 
tion with their present budget of 
only dedicated revenués. There are 
several proposals from the Com- 
mittee on I, & W. that the legisla- 
dure will be dealing with soon. 

One suggestion that I felt was 
worthwhile was LD 1930 that 
would authorize the Commissioner 
to charge other agencies for servi- 
tes rendered.

The department has 
been mandated by the Legislature 
to administer and enforce non- 
fish and wildlife activities such as 
snowmobiling, litter control, dog 
Jeash, water craft and environmen. 
tal laws, Many people other than 
sportsmen benefit from the en- 
forcement of these laws. 

LD 1935 is legislation that would 
€ncourage retirement of Wardens 
in the Department of Inland Fish- 
eries and Wildlife. This is a one- 
time savings of between $350,000 
and $400,000. It has been indicated 
that at least ten positions could 
be dropped without réducing the 
éffectiveness of the service. The 
Department seems to be a little 
top-heavy with people eligible for 
retirement, and to accomplish this 
Proposal would be to stréamiline 
the leadership,

sically, I found, on one point, He 
believes that it's more effective 
for a disgruntled taxpayer like me 
to work for improvement inside the 
system. I say that the system is 
wrong. Our tax burden is a politi- 
cal issue, that needs an unsettling 
shove from outside the system. 
This is why I think that the issue 
of how much money we pour into 
our school system and into our 
town government needs to be laid 
out in the open William Allen 
White fashion, 

What's the matter with Bethel? 
Well for one thing our selectmen 
meet on Mondays at the Bethel 
Savings Bank and the School Board 
meets Mondays at Telstar, a short 
distancé for matikind but a thou- 
sand miles in terms of communi- 
cating. The same situation I sus- 
pect applies in Andover, Newry, 
Woodstock and Greenwood, it's 
time I say that méeting all the 
tinié in separate closets stopped. 
As a result, there is no overall 
Plan with goals and objectives 
which the voters can rank in pri- 
orities or at least voice an opinion 
as to how their elected represen. 
tatives have ranked them. Conse- 
quently, when the budget pinch 
comes, voters don’t know whether 
they are voting for a priority two 
broject at the expense of a top 
priority iter, or not, 

Now don't run to dig. otit sta. 
tutes, regulations and budget ac- 


colints. Common sénsé tells me — 


that to continue like this is just 
Plain dumb. We need to get our 
selectmen, school board members 
and state represéntatives to sit 
down and work out some better 
answers,

Hopefully, the other 
towns in the District would follow 
Similar courses in the next year, 

Finally, and on another point, the 
auick editorial comment which my

Kick- 
backs cause 80% of these injuries, 
As the tip of the saw touches the 
log or hits a twig on the other 
side of it, the saw sometimes jumps 
up and hits the operator, For best 
protection while using a chain saw 
use these safety tips: Use a tip- 
guard, safety chain and clutch in 
preventing kick-backs. Never walk 
around while the saw is running. 
Wear proper gear: a safety hat, 
Soggles, gloves, steel-toed shoes, 
etc, If you are new at using a 
chain-saw, use your owner's man- 
ual for instruction. Read the man- 
ual carefully. If possible have some 
experienced chain-saw user give 
you some instructions,

Today, as I have done many 
times before in the years past,

Among 
them were three muskrat houses, 
the outsides of which were well 
padded with reeds and cattails. 
These small animals are trapped 
each fall for their furs, They are 
prolific, which is their means of 
survival. They are fastidious eat- 
ers, combining a diet of water lily 
roots, cattails and other choice 
vegetables, 

From there I went to the 
Swamps where JI found a few pus- 
sy willows getting an early start, 
Even these small ones were a re- 
assuring sign of spring. 

The buds of the bushes and trees 
look impatient. All about there 
was a mellowness on this quiet 
sunny day that spoke of the clos- 
ing of winter. This part of Feb- 
ruary is when sleeping Earth be- 
gins to stir with restlessness and 
proves that the grappling irons in 
Winter's heart are slipping. 

I heard the melodious bugling 
of the blue jays and smelled the 
fragrance of the pines and spruces. 

As I pushed through the frozen 
bog toward the Sanborn River, I 
thought of how each day now 
chips off a sliver of shrinking win- 
ter. 

I came upon the tracks of a fox 
among the tangled maze of bush- 
es. Just beyond, there was an 
interlacing of two kinds of foot 
prints. I found tracks upon tracks 
zigzagging, dodging, and crisscrdss- 
ing. There too, were reversals in 
direction.

Augusta Report 


As the Second Regular Sessio: 
of the 109th Maine Legislatur 
prepared to enter the final 25 day 
of deliberations, the leadershi} 
qualities of Governor Joseph E 
Brennan, especially as they relate 
to his legislative initiatives, were 
once again the main topic of dis 
cussion in Augusta, Republicar 
leaders criticized the Governor's 
approach to long-term financial 
Problems from the floor of the 
Senate and urged a closer working 
relationship with both parties in 
the Legislature to deal with prob- 
lems facing the State. This issue 
will no doubt arise again and 
again as the session draws to a 
close. 


At the same time, the legislative 
Appropriations Committee contin- 
ued to slash the Governor's pro- 
posed budget. Cuts were such 
items as $30,000 to hire additional 
Capitol security officers and a 
$25,000 request to finance training 
programs at the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy. The committee 
also discussed the future of the 
State’s two mental health institu- 
tions, questioning once again the 
viability of the State's maintain- 
ing two such institutions. Brennan 
has requested an extra $2.3 million 
for the biennium most of which 
would go for 53 new positions he 
wants to create—including 27 at 
Bangor Mental Health Institute. 
With expenditures increasing fast- 
er than revenues, Sen. David Huber 
warned that the tough decisions 
that need to be made in this area 
cannot be postponed forever,

TWITCHELL TO SEEK 
RE-ELECTION IN DISTRICT 66 


State Representative R: Donald 
Twitchell (D-Norway) announced 
recently, that he’ll seek re-elec- 
tion to his District 66 seat in the 
Maine House of Representatives, 

Now in his fourth term serving 
District 66, which includes Nor- 
way, Greenwood, Oxford, Stone- 
ham and organized territories, 
Twitchell will seek the Democratic 
nomination in the June primary 
election, 

In going after a fifth term in 
Augusta, Twitchell pointed to a 
need for streamlining what he be- 
lieves is an increasingly cumber- 
some state government. 

“It’s getting too big,” he said. 
“And of course the bigger it gets, 
the more red tape you have to cut 
through.” 

He also said he'll continue to 
fight for the interests of rural 
Mainers, citing the small town 
character of his district. “It can 
be hard for the little community,” 
he noted, pointing up the fact that 
representatives of the state’s urban 
centers form a powerful legisla- 
tive voting bloc, 

Key issues facing the legislature, 
and ultimately, local taxpayers— 
this year, Twitchell said, include 
funding for education and the 
highways, and the controversial 
tree growth tax. 

“Tt (the tree growth tax) needs 
a good overhaul to make it more 
fair to everyone,” he said. “As it 
is, it places an unfair burden on 
people who don’t own a woodlot.” 

Twitchell has earned high marks 
from fellow legislators as a senior 
member of the Taxation Com. 
mittee, and he also has served on 
the Liquor Control Committee, 

He recently was cited by House 
Speaker John Martin for the man- 
ner in which he represents his 
constituents’ interests at the State 
house, “Representative Twitchell 
has exhibited the dedication and 
common sense that is so often
